Both industries face prospects of 
higher costs as a result of wage 
increases The United Auto Work­ 
ers have reached a critical stage 
of negotiations with the major 
car 
producers. Scheduled steel 
wage boosts go into effect Oct I, 


Kennedy said his economic ad­ 
visors had informed him that the 
steel companies could absorb the 
wage increases without raising 
prices isnd "still insure . .their 
owners a good profit " 


He also said he 
was ’Ton 
cerned" that higher steel prices 
would “ make us less competitive 
abroad, serve as a brake on our 
recovery and also affect our bal­ 
ance of payments ” 


The President wits much briefer 
in dealing with the auto industry. 
He said it was hoped negotiators 
would reach an agreement “that 
will not provide for an increase 
in the cost of cars." 


Shortly before Kennedy spoke 
out against any steel price hike. 
Iron Age magazine said industry 
leaders were determined “ not to 
be intimidated by threads of pres­ 
sure from Washington ” The mag­ 
azine said in New York that the 
pressure was coming from con­ 
gressional Democrats and admin 
(stratum officials 


Kennedy said the pre-1958 infla­ 
tion was tied closely to steel price 
hikes. Since that time, he said. 
t>oth steel prices and the cost of 
living had remained “ relatively 
stable ”
